Scald 
seedless raisins and currants by let- 
ting them stand in boiling water a 
minute, thou drain and spread on 
absorbent paper or cloth to remove 
excess moisture. 

To sort those currants, wash In a 
goodly amount of water and any 
which should be removed will rise to 
the top.
